A 9CUKME TO IN JUKE T1JE SILVER 


CAUSE. 


A New York dispatch says that at a 


recent meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in that city it was revealed that 
afar-reaching scheme had been devised 
to manufacture a sentiment in favor of 
the repeal of the Sherman act and 
against the passage of any substitute 
in the way of a free coinage law. Over 
one thousand persons are said to be" 
engaged in the scheme which the pro- 
moters hope wit be made effective 
through the banks of the country. The 
president of every bank is expected to 
11 fee the means at bis command to bring 
his customer^ io endorse the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law. 
Coercion -ot Id be used upon borrow- 
ers to force tli«m to sign petitions to be 
useu nsamet silver. 


While the banks in the East, with the 


exception of a few whose presidents are 
advocates of free coinage, are doubtless 
willing to use their influence against 
silver, there are many in the West that 
will not be parties to th« scheme. 
Banks are as much interested in the 
prosperity of the community in which 
they are situated as merchants or other 
business men. In Colorado they are 
advo' a tea of tree coinage and contrib- 
utet literally to send delegates i,i> 'i 
national banetollic convention. There 
it! no known reason why the banks in 
Idaho, Montana, Nevada and the west- 
era states generally should differ from 
those of Colorado on the silver ques- 
tion. It is not to their interest to have 
property depreciate in value. The 
liveLer the times, the greater their 
oppoitunity to make money, and as the 
agricultural as well as the mining in- 
terests ot the West are affected by the 
price of silver, it is not likely that 
western banks will, at the dictation of 
Wall street, further a scheme to depre- 
ciate values and injure the communi- 
ties where they are established. 


The Sail Francisco banks and Cham- 


ber of Commerce, which have been dis- 
posed to take sides with the gold trust, 
recently adopted resolutions against 
the repeal of the Sherman law unless a 
substitute is enacted, and urging upon 
congress tho enactment of a law calling 
in all paper in circulation below the 
denomination of ten dollars as the most 
effective and prompt method of pro- 
moting the circulation of silver among 
the people Surely the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce will not rescind 
tho&o resolutions at the bidding of 
Wall street and force borrowers to pe- 
tition congress to repeal an act which 
they publicly declare should remain on 
the statute books until a substitute 
more favorable to silver is enacted. 


NOT INCONSISTENT. 


At the recent silver mass meeting 
held in Carson, Nev , the repeal of the 
Sherman bullion purchasing act was 
strongly opposed, and yet they de- 
nounced Senator Sherman " the author 
of the silver bullion purchasing law, as 
tho arch enemy of the silver industry." 
A want of consistency is apparent. 


The above appears in the Plumas 


National Bulletin which evidently has 
not followed the course of Senator 
Sherman on the silver question. As 
chairman of tho senate finance commit- 
tee Sherman is mainly responsible for 
the demonetization act of 1873, which 
limited the legal tender power of sil- 
ver coins to five dollai-s, and stopped 
the coinage of silver bullion on private 
account. As secretary of the United 
States treasury ho opposed the stand- 
ard dolltr or Bland act of 1878, which 
partially remonetized silver and since 
then as United States senator, has 
fought every bill that came up in con- 
gress to restore the metal to its old 
standard. 
In 1890 he proposed the 


bullion purchase act, which now bears 
his name, to prevent, as he publicly ad- 
mits, the passage of a measure more 
favorable to silver, and in the congress 
which expired last March, he intro- 
duced a bill for tho unconditional re- 
peal of the act of 1890. As secretary 
of the treasury in 1878 he predicted 
that commercial ruin would be the in- 
evitable result if the standard dollar 
act became a law. He did not want 
silver a legal tender for more than five 
dollars and insisted that it should not 
be minted at all on private account 
and only for subsidiary corns by the 
government. 


These are a few of the reasons why 


Senator Sherman is styled the arch 
enemy of silver, and the friends of the 
metal in Carson were not at all incon- 
sistent in denouncing him as such. 


JAMES M. BOWLING, cashier ot the 


United States mint at New Orleans, is 
under arrest charged with the embez- 
zlement of $25,000. 
One Saturday 


in the latter part of June he locked up 
one of the vaults containing a large 
sum in currency. The vault was air- 
tight and burglar-proof, and on Monday 
when it was opened it was discovered 
that there had been a fire in the vault, 
though nothing was damaged but a tin 
box containing currency. Three ex- 
perts from Washington, after a micro- 
scopical examination of the burned 
bills, found that ..hey did not make up 
by a large sum the amount supposed to 
have been io the box. Dowlmg had 
been in the employ of the government 
for several years. 


RUSSELL SAOE, the New York million- 


aire stockbroker, has been sued for 
$10,000 damages for breach of promise 
to marry. The plaintiff is a Miss Delia 
Keigan, who alleges that the offense for 
which she now seeks legal redress 
occurred in 1868, just twenty-five years 
ago, when Sage was a widower. It is 
surprising that the lady's •wounded 
affections have not healed in all these 
years. Sage's lawyers say it is a black- 
mailing scheme.

boys, ranging in age from 8 to 14 years, 
were caught breaking into a bouse 
whose owners were absent for the sum- 
mer. 
They were arraigned in the 


police court before Judge Caldwell. 
Using his discretion he called the 
mothers of the young offenders into 
court. He proposed to them that if 
they would give the boys a first-class 
whipping in court he would not send 
them to the penitentiary. 


The women eagerly accepted the 


proposition and promised there would 
be a whipping in town that would go 
down in history.

CraCLEviLLE, O., July 22.—Marshal 


Palm is guarding the jail to-night 
against a mob that is seeking the life 
of his brother's murderer. 
A false 


alarm of fire was sent in to-night and 
the engines dashed through the crowd, 
but they refused to be deceived and are 
still beseiging the prison. 


William Strong was drinking all day 


and about 6 o'clock went into Baldwin 
& Palm's saloon and demanded a drink. 
He flourished a pistol and when Palm 
tried to persuade him to drink no more 
aimed the weapon at Palm's breast and 
pulled the trigger. 
Palm fell with a 


billet hi his heart, dying almost in- 
stantly. 


During the afternoon Strong had 


chased people with his revolver and 
dirk. 


Tried to Kill Her Husband. 


NEVADA CITY, July 22.—Last night 


Mrs. Nellie Snyder, a petite and pretty 
brunette, and the eldest daughter of 
ex-County Clerk and Recorder J. J. 
Rogers, attempted to kill her husband. 
They have recently been living at 
Widow Damon's place on Lost Hill in 
this city. 


They became involved in a quarrel, 


during which Mrs. Snyder went to an- 
other room and taking up a shotgun 
started toward her husband, who ran 
out of the room ,slamming the door 
after him. His wife flred through the 
door, a good portion of the charge 
striking him in the right forearm, caus- 
ing severe wounds. A few shots also 
struck him in the body and hip. 


Breaking the Ocean Record. 


NEW YOBK, July 21.—Another ocean 


record has been smashed. The Ameri- 
can line steamer Paris was reported off 
Fire Island at 4:23 o'clock this after- 
noon, having made the ruixfrom South- 
hampton in six days, nine hours and 
thirty minutes. 
This is nearly two 


hours better than the run made by the 
Hamburg liner, Fuerst Bismarck, in 
April, 1892. The average speed of the 
Paris must have been over twenty-one 
knots. 


Advocating Free Coinage. 


SPOKANE, July 21.—The largest crowd 


that ever assembled in this city was at 
Concordia hall to-night. 
Over 3,000 


people were packed into the hall and 
sweltered for nearly four hours, but 
the excitement did not abate in the 
least. The cheers that went up for sil- 
ver were deafening and before the close 
of the meeting even the mention of 
free coinage caused the whole audience 
to climb on the seats and yell for 
" more money and honest money." 


Fall of a Sonnmbulist. 


WOODLAND, Cal., July 22.—While in a 


fit of sonambulism last night Charles 
Nelson, a prominent young farmer 
living near town, stepped from a 
window in the second story of his 
house. He fell a distance of sixteen 
feet. His left thigh was fractured and 
his nose broken. He lay unconscious 
for two or three hours before being 
discovered.

70c.

A. Suggestion for the Board of Regent* 


to Consider. 


Irrigation in Nevada has received bat 


little attention statistically or scien- 
tifically, with the exception of the re- 
ports of the senate committee on irri- 
gation and of the census bureau. Of 
these the former has been published, 
bat is in the hands of but afew, while the 
latter has only appeared in bulletin 
form as yet. 


Every intelligent citizen recognizes 


the vast importance to the state, agri- 
culturally, of a thorough knowledge of 
the present and possible development 
in irrigation resources, but no steps 
have been taken to obtain and callate 
the necessary data for such knowledge. 
In this respect Nevada is behind her 
sister states and territories of the arid 
region, nearly all of which have either 
created the office of " state irrigation 
engineer" or have undertaken this 
work through a department of irriga- 
tion engineering in their universities. 
Many of them not only have a state 
engineer, whose duty it is to collect the 
data above referred to, but also to have 
established in their universities chairs 
of irrigation engineering which are filled 
by men qualified by education and ex- 
perience to give instructions, and to 
pursue the investigation required. 


Last winter a bill was introduced in 


our state legislature creating the office 
of state engineer and defining his duties, 
but it failed to become a law. Now we 
must wait to begin this work until 
another session of our legislature 
unless the regents of the state uni- 
versity will take hold of the matter, 
and following in the footsteps of Colo 
rado, Utah-, Arizona, Wyoming, the 
Dakotas and other progressive com- 
monwealths of the west establish 
a 


chair of irrigation engineering in that 
institution with instructions to the 
professor in charge to obtain and col- 
late data as to the present and possible 
development in irrigation, and to in- 
vestigate such principles and develop 
such facts relating to irrigation as may 
best serve the interests of the state and 
of the university. 


In this way much could be accom- 


plished in this direction, but the great- 
est good to be obtained would be in the 
line of training the future investigators 
and those who are to plan and con- 
struct our irrigation systems of the 
future. 


Matters of purely agricultural in- 


terest, with irrigation in its bearings on 
agriculture as a secondary feature, are 
well looked after by the agricultural 
department of the state university, but 
that department should be suplemented 
or combined with another in which the 
engineering features of canal construc- 
tion, control of water, development and 
storage of water, measurement of flow- 
ing water, water distribution and appor- 
tionment, loss of water in transit to 
lands by percolation and evaporation, 
canal management, methods of irriga- 
tion and drainage, soil examinations, 
effect of irrigation on soil, climate, 
health and all kindred matters can be 
made a specialty. Such a department 
might well be placed in charge of a pro- 
fessor of irrigation engineering, and it 
certainly would be as popular as it is 
necessary for the proper development 
of our resources. 


I desire to suggest the establishment 


of such a department at the Nevada 
state university. It would be of im- 
mediate utility and would result in the 
training of young men as specialists in 
the direction in which we at present 
see the greatest possibilities for de- 
velopment.

The traveler 
looking down, sees clouds literally form 
ing below him and growing thick anc 
black every instant, so that as thej 
reached his level they roll skyward and 
in huge masses of vapor that eclipse the 
view and bnry him in darkness. Light- 
ning occasionally leaps from the clouds 
and a mountain top is a particularly bac 
place to be in at such a time. Tho stone 
signal service station on Pike's peak has 
been nearly wrecked by lightning more 
than once.—New Yorlr Sun. 


Tlio Well of Frozen Air. 


Near Dayton, Or., there is a well lo- 


cally known as the "well of frozen air. 
In drilling it a stratum of frozen clay 
anil gravel was encountered at a depth ol 
55 feet. After passing through five foot 
of this numerous cavities were encoun- 
tered from which cold air came with 
sharp gusts. The escapo of the air from 
the well may be heard a distance ol 
nearly 200 yards, and it is so frigid that 
it is not possible for any one to bold his 
hand over the opening for more than a 
few minutes without having it frozen 
stiff. A bucketful of water set near the 
mouth of the well will freeze through 
during one night's time. It is needless 
to add that work on the well was aban- 
doned as soon as these frigid blasts found 
vent through the opening made by the 
drill.—Philadelphia Press. 


A New Street Car Brake.

"Toad Kone" \Viis u Wonder. 


All early writers attribute wonderful 


qualities to toads and frogs and tho va- 
rious parts of their bodies. Pliny be- 
lieved, for instance, that if a toad was 
brought into the midst of a mob or other 
large and unruly concourse of people 
"silence would instantly prevail." A 
email bone found in the right side of 
toads "of the proper age" was also be- 
lieved to have powers over tho various 
elements. "By throwing this bone into 
a vessel of boiling water," says Pliny, 
"it will immediately cool it, the water 
refusing to boil again until the bone has 
been removed. To find this bone, ex- 
pose the dead toad on an ant hill. When 
the ants have e;;ten her all away except 
tho bones, tako each bone separately and 
drop it into boiling water. Thus may the 
wondrous toad bone be discovered." 
This nntiboil bone of course had its op- 
posite. 


In another portion of his work Pliny 


says: "On the other hand, again, in tho 
left side of this reptile there is another 
bone which when thrown into water has 
all the appearance of making it boil. 
The name given this bone is 'apocynon,' 
which signifies 'dog averting.' because it 
has tho power and property of assuaging 
the fury of the fiercest clogs.1' Ifc was 
also a sovereign remedy for love and 
other trouble, would conciliate es- 
ti-anged friends, and if water in which a 
'•toad bone" had been steeped be used 
mixed with lamb's tallow as an ointment 
"the person using tho same might with- 
out the least effort BOO ghosts and divers 
spirits both by the day and by the 
night."—St. Louis Eepublic. 


Illuming the Dentists.

Entries for the running purses must be 
made two days preceding: tho race, before 0 
o'clock r, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 6 J'. it. 


Horses entered in jnirscscan only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
nurac, age and sex of tho horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be fftwcn. 
After a horse lias run once at the meeting, 
tho name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried ut the ruce is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running rucca, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, und all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, und must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more thun one entry by one 
[>erson, or in one interest, tho particular 
iorse they are to start mut>t be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Bntriea to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided ut 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified ; five 
or more to enter and thred or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
legs number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


Iu all two in three racex horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races Iiornes not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two clauses alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heata. 


When legs than the required u umber of 
starters appear they may contest for tho 
entrance money, to be divided an follows: 
88% to the first and KS'A to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, tbe entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts tbe decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Morse Association rales to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with these 
oriditioiiB.
